A statement was issued br a 
Foreign Ministry spolesman lete 
this afternoon mm response to 2 
pointed statement on the Middle 
East issued in Washington yes- 
terday. The State Department 
message, prompted by recent re- 
marks by Mr. Begin and by For- 
eign Minister Moshe Dayan, said 
that in negotiations for peace no 
territories, including the West 
Bank, are “automatically exclud- 
ed from the items to be nego- 
tiated.” 

The Carter administration mes- 
sage was officially greeted early 


today with τον assertions that 
it had to be studied im detail be- 
fore comment was forthcoming. 

But it was decided later in the 
day to respond to the U.S. state- 
ment at the Spokesman level after 
officials of Mr. Begin's rightist 
Likud government had consulted 
with the Prime Minister. 

Unofficially, yesterday's move 
ln Washington was greeted here 
with concern, apprehension and, 
in some cases, anger. 

‘No Foundation’ 

The official Israeli response 
said there was “no foundation

Brezhnev, Carter 
Desire a Meeting, 
White House Says 


WASHINGTON, June 28 (AP!. 
—President Carter and Soviet 
President Leonid Brezhnev have 
expressed a desire to meet, al- 
thousn no date or place has 
been set. the White House an- 
nounced today. 

The meeting of the two chiefs 
of state.was discussed last week 
by Zbigniew Brzezinski, Mr, 
Carter's national security adviser, 
and Soviet Ambassador Anatoly 
Dobrynin. Deputy Press Secre- 
tary Rex Grantm said he did not 
Know whether Mr. Carter had 
extended an invitation to Mr. 
Brezhnev, but he added: 

“The President is looking for- 
ward to meeting with Mr. Brezh- 
nev at a mutually agreeable time 
and place.”

niaintenance and various techno- 
logical improvements. 

Supporters of the B-1 stressed 
today that the manned bomber, 
designed to penetrate Soviet 
defenses in the event of attack 
and deliver nucleay weapons, 
was a crucial part of the United 
States defense triad. The triad 
is comprised of the land-based 
intercontinental missiles, sub- 
merime-jaunched missiles, and 
bombers, Each leg of the triad 
is designed to sustain a Soviet 
atteck and retain the capacity 
to retaliate in sufficient force. 


Nuclear Deterrent 


“It is the B-1 or nothing in our 
time.” said Rep. Robert Sykes, 
D-Fle.

More than 2370 deputies and 
senators from Christian Demo- 
cratic. Liberal and Social 
Democratic parties, wich make 
up the UCD, signed an agreement 
today setting up a parliamentary 
group and undertaking to form 
a single party eventually. 

The Premier said he was 
enormously satisfied with his 
talks yesterday with Felipe Gon- 
zalez, leeder of the Socialist 
party, which finished a strong 
second in the elections, : 

“mvidently the Socialists will 
be ἃ tough opposition and at 
times there will be differences 
with many options the govern- 
Ment may raise. but this is the 
Way democracy works,” he said.

Fear, Bewilderment 
At Hostile Reception

BANGKOK <¢NY¥T).—ror the 
children, even Vietnamese chii- 
dren who have long experience of 
the worst, the boat trins are 
frightening and remain alive in 
nightmares. But the refugees’ re- 
ceptigns wherever their boats 2r- 
rive—if they arrive—are incom. 
prehensible. 

Perhaps a third of the 5.00) 
refugees from Vietnam who have 
arrived in Thailand and els 
where in Asa this Year after 
fleeing from ther country in 
small boats are chiidren. [5 one 
of the largest refugee camps in 
Thailand, 387 of the neariy 1,¢00 
exiles are under 11, ard 41 less 
than a sear ald. 

They share the living condi- 
tlous common in the camps here 
as well as in the Philippines, Ma- 
Yavsia. Indonesia and Sincapore: 
crowded, without privacr for 
families or much playing space, 
nnder police guard and often 
fenced in by barbed wire. Like 
their elders. they don't complain 
much to outsiders. But ther open- 
ed their hearts to a Vietnamese 
interpreter. 

Common strands appear in 
most of the children’s accounts 
of this extraordinary ware ΟΣ 
refugees, who throw themselves 
at the mercy of the South China 
Sea on small craft never intenced 
for such voyages, 


Necessary Secrecy 


The secrecy necessary in or- 
ganizing the escapes usually ex- 
eludes children from advance 
knowledge of what awaits them. 
Ther are told at the last 
moment that they are going to 
take a trip. and πὸ questions 
are to be asked. They usually 
assemble in woods near the coast 
where the boat is moored at 
mght, are constantly admonished 
to make no noise, and spend long 
hours waiting for the coast to be 
clear. 

The organizer of an escape of 
94 persons told how his wife, a 
nurse, injected all the children 
with a barbiturate shortly before 
departure. 

But for all children question- 
ed the boat trips are days and 
nights of terror, whether the 
trips take less than ἃ week, if 
the first shore on which ther 
touch is hospitable, or many

Strict Rationing 

Food and water are strictly 
rationed because no one knows 
how long the voyage will last. 

Most parents and children sald 
the children did not cry during 
their trips. ‘The big people cried, 
we didn't.” said an 11-year-old 
ΕἸΣῚ from Saigon, matter-of- 
factly. 

Whatever the terrors of their 
ordeal at sea, ther were under- 
standable to the children.

the children remain bewildered 
by the shock of the generally in- 
hospitable, often hostile recep- 
tions received from ships that 
they had expected would help or 
at ports or fishing villages that 
they reached with all the joy 
of those regaining life after con- 
fronting death for days. 

“J was very happy to see boats. 
because I thoucht ther would 
take us aboard.” a 13-year-old 
said. “The grown-ups asked. but 
the boats always refused us. They 
said they have no permission. 


and the police would punish them 
if they tcok us.” 

Ya all of Asia, from Japan in 
the north to Indonesia in the 
scuth authorities have been re- 
luctant to eecept refugees from 
boats wanting to put them ashore 
at their next port of call. Some 
countries, notably Singapore. re- 
fuse categorically in most cases. 


“I didn't tnow what to think.” 
said the ll-year-old girl, recalling 
in Thailand how the Malaysian 
authorities forced them back out 
to sea when they tried to land. 
“I was afraid to go back out to 
sea, There were high waves, and 
the boat was already breaking. 
But the big people said it wasn’t 
so bad. at least they gare us 
something to eat.” 

The children displared no emo- 
tional reaction to the shock of 
refusals, but when asked said it 
made them angry, “I think peo- 
Ple don’t like the Vietnamese.” 
the 12-year-old boy said. “I think 


people don't understand that we 
are only refugees.” 

Tt also is hard for parents to 
explain to children whom they 
have told that they teft their own 
country to find freedom why all 
their time is spent under police 
supervision within the confines of 
crowded and uncomfortable bar- 
racks, shacks or unused factories. 

In Thafland, considerable ex- 
tortion on the part of the police 
and petty officials of the refugees" 
belongings—the gold some smug- 
fled out with them or the money 
sent to them by reiatives—has 
been the rule since the refugee 
flow began in 1975. Refugees also 
complain of acts of petiy tyranny 
by the police, whose control over 
the camps is nearly absolute.

Challenge to White Rule 


~ Guatemalan Indians Seek a Political Voice 


’- By Karen DeYoung 


SAN ANDRES IZAPA, Guate- 
28 . (WP).— Three 
Years ago this town in the cen- 
tral Guatemala highlands came 
close to electing its first Indian 
mayor. Barly returns showed the 
Indian candidate far in the lead 
and the victory was unofficially 
confirmed by radio broadcasts 
from Guatemala City. 50 miles 
away. 

But when the government an- 
nounced the official returns sev- 
eral days later, the Indian had 
lost. The winner, the government 
said, was the ladino candidate— 
@ member of the white, Spanish- 
based ethnic group that loosely 
includes 811 non-Indian Guete- 
malans, 

The people here, 95 per cent 
of whom are Indians, tell this 
Story with more amusement than 
malice. To them, it reflects a 
‘fact of life: In Spanish, ladino 
means “shrewd.” It is a label 
for whites here that neither the 
ladinos nor the Indians dispute. 

While more than half of Guate- 
mala’s population of 6 million 
are Indians, descendants of the 
Mayas, they have remained al- 
most totally removed from the 
Political end economic life of the 
country. 

Few Indian Nomineés 

Indians are rarely nominated 
for office by Guatemala’s four 
Political parties. And those who 
are nominated win when the 


white government counts the 


votes. Of 61 deputies in the coun- 
try's unicameral ‘legislature, only 
two are Indian. and both were 
elected last year. | 

Although most Guatemala In- 
dians are farmers,.their plots are 
small, and often rented. The 2 
per cent of the population that 
owns 90 per cent of Guatemala's 
Jand is almost exclusively white. 

“Yhat’s the way this country 
works,” said an American, a iong- 
time resident. “You have iadinos 
running things, and the Indians 
being run.” 

here ate indications, however, 
that Gustemala's Indians are 
about to speak out, if only with 
@ squeak, In December Indian 
activists formed the Nationa] In- 
tegration Front, the hoped-for 
beginnings of an Indian-based 
Political party with dreams of a 
new Mayan empire. 

Political. Power 

“If we don't -get involved in 
politics, we will never get any 
political power,” says party lead- 
er Marcial Ma “We have 
realized ‘that without political 
power, -we will never get anr- 
where.” - 

Mr. ‘Maxkit said the front’s goals 
are to give Guatemalans on the 
fringes of national life a way 
to participate in their own gov- 
ernment. In the long run, he 
said, “we will create an authen- 
tie nationality that is based on 
the historic values of our Meyan 
aucestors.”

Indians have had to trade a part 
of their heritage. 

While Indians speak a score of 
‘Mayan Janguages, schoo! in most 
indian towns is conducted in 
Spanish, usually by whites.

slaves. Once-dominant Indian 
cultures in Peru, Bolivia and 
Ecuador bave long been éxcluded 
from power and often from the 
chance for a decent standard of 


Obstacles Noted 

‘The new Indian party here has 
already encountered what prom- 
ises to be its two biggest road- 
blocks to organizing. ‘The first 
is the government’s almost cer- 
tain refusal of certification as a 
Jegitimate political party, without 
which it cammot run candidates 
for national office. 

‘The front’s biggest problem, 
however, is the Indians them- 
Selves. From long. negative ex- 


ladino. They feel that any Indian 
who attempts to succeed in the 
white system is by definition cor- 
rupted. 

Although Indians said that 
they would always vote for an 
Indian candidate, no matter who 
be was, they admit that they are 
divided among themselves, both 
between white political parties 
that have merged to recruit In- 
dian voters and between com- 
munities that have little commu- 
nication with each other. 

Isolated on mountaintops, many 
Indian communities are self- 
contained. Just a decade ago, one 
Indian spokesman said, “two 
towns 30 miles apart didn't even 
know each other existed.” 

Cultural Survival 

This isolation, and a disdain 
for involvement in ladino activi- 
ties, are the principal ways Gue~ 
temala's Indjans have managed 
to keep their culture intact. A 
taciturn and introverted people, 
especially among outsiders, they 
prefer to keep their own counsel, 
and that of village leaders elect- 
ed by traditional hierarchies 
rather than votes. 

But the world has been mor- 
ing in on them. The same 
Progress that brought them ladino 
and foreign doctors to cure their 
ills, agricultural experts to im- 
prove their food supply, roads to 
increase their markets, and educa- 
tion has also brought a knowl- 
edge that they are being had 
There is no going back 

The question is whether the 


Indians are willing to override 
parochial interests to join in a 
struggle for rights. 


“The front won't get a singie 
vote on its own,” said 2 Guate- 
malan priest who works im Indian 
communities, “but at least it has 
brought the Indian problem out 
in the open where it can no longer 
be ignored.”

Rapid-Fire Gun

OTTAWA, June % (NYT) — 
Eskimos of Canada, Alaska and 
Greenland are preparing to press 
a series of demands upon their 
respective governments ranging 
from land claims to political rec- 
ognition. 

Canadian delegates, at ther 
Ottawz headquarters, feel that 
the first international Eskimo 
conference in Barrow, Alaska, 
and the identity of views estab- 
lished there, have siensthened 
the Eskimo cause. δ, confer=- 
ence ended earlier this month 

“Being united now, detintiely 
we will have more political clout,” 
said Michael Amarook, of Baker 
Lake, Northwest Territories, the 
president of the Eskimo Brother- 
hood of Canada. 

Mr. Amarook said that he hard- 
ly expected the Eskimo com, 
niunity and its sympathizers, who 
include environmentalist groups, 
to become a force in government 
overnight. Τὰ such important 
matters as driving 2 pipeline 
through the Arctic, which the 
Canadian government wants but 
to which the Eskimos object, “the 
government probably will do as 
it pleases,” he said. 

The Eskimo Brotherhood esti- 
metes thet there are 46,000 Eski- 
mos in Greenland, 22,000 in Can- 
ada and 39,000 in Aleska, includ- 
ing such allied groups as the 
Aleuts. There were also 1,300 in 
Siberia, according to the 1970 
census. They were unrepresenied 
at the Barrow conference, al- 
though an invitation had "been 
extended through the Soviet Em- 
bassy in Washington.

Along with racial tension, other 
social strains are building. 

After decades of prospentyr. 
Swedes suddenly have realized 
that their economy is beimg bat- 
tered by world recession and for- 
eign competition. 

There‘is a prospect of increas- 
ed unemployment next year, 
labor officials say. 

A Swedish criminologist, Prof. 
Knut Sveri of Stockholm Univer- 
sity, has said that hard measures 
are needed to combat raggare 
violence. Prof. Sveri said that 
Sweden must apply measires 
simiar to those in Britain, where 
he said severe penalties had de- 
creased unrest. “It is no good 
just sitting and talking with the 
raggare about the problem,” he 
said. 

Sweden's largest immigrant 
group is composed of Finns who 
cross Nordic borders to escape 
high unemployment. Other groups 
include more than 40,000 Yugo- 
slavs, 18,000 Greeks 7.000 Poles, 
6.000 Italians. 3.500 Spaniards 
and 3.300 Czechoslovaks.

it there were ever ἃ difficult and complex 
Piece of diplomacy it would be the resolution 
Of the Israeli-Arab dispute. Its current hos- 
tilities go back to the 1920s, when Palestine 
Was a League of Nations mandate. recently 
¢arved out of an Ottoman province. There 
has been very little pause in those killing 
frictions. And behind them lie centuries of 
history. in whieh the land gave birth ta 
many rellgions. of which three—Jewish. 
Christian and Moslem—are extremely power- 
ful. 

Moreover. the territory invoived is very 
emall—at a time when nuclear missiles can 
elrele the earth. a rifle oullet could cross 
strategic ateas of Palestine. Some Israelis 
want all of the region. because of their 
ownership before the diaspora: some Arabs 
want no Israeli control of any part of the 
land. The United Nations wants. roughly, 
the borders that existed before the 1967 war, 
presumably qualizied by its insistence on 
“secure and recognized” frontiers. 

Then there is the question of the Pales- 
tinians. whe were to have nad their own 
land under the original partition. but lost it 
when the Arab states fought against parti- 
tion and now live in explosive exile. Finaillr. 
there is Jerusalem. the city of peace. the 
destiny of which (in terms of political con- 
tral! has alwars been decided oy war. 

It is clear that here ts as much material 
for argument as any diplomatic confronta- 
tion ever contained. It is certainly far from 
clear just what “secure and recognized" fron- 


tiers may be. how the Palestinians are to be 
resettled. how Jerusalem is to be governed 
in the light of its overwhelming importance 
to three major religions. Then there are the 
ambitions and needs of states outside the 
Holy Land. to say nothing of the problems 
of arms sales and oil, 

Can these questions be argued openly? 
That would seem to be the most democratic 
approach, but it also leads—since there are 
no rules governing public arguments—to 
confusions and, what is worse, to the taking 
of positions that cannot be abandoned with- 
out political loss. 

So we have Mr. Carter ratsing the qués- 
tion of defensible frontiers that are not 
necessarily political frontiers, of 2 Palestin- 
ian “homeland” that is open to many defi- 
nitions: we have members of Congress ar- 
suing that he is asking too much of Israel 
and Arabs insisting he is asking too little: 
there is the new and uncertain Begin regime 
asking for more than its predecessors and 
the Palestinians trying to wipe out the whole 
UN settlement. 

In other words. there has been too much 
public assertion of positions while, as the 
State Department warns. another disaster 
threatens the Middle East. That is not the 
way that peace can come to the Holy Land. 
No one can argue that peace will surely 
come out of Geneva—but one can argue that 
it is better to try it there than to use the 
present methods of arguing all over the 
world. 


Mr. Carter’s Taxes 


The United States runs to extremes. Three 
years azu we had a president who wouldn't 
par his full share of taxes. Now we have 
one who insists on paying too much. 

There is a disquieting overtone to Pres- 
{dent Carter's grand gesture in presenting 
the Internal Revenue Service with $6.000 to 
which. under the law. it is not entitled, 
Taxes are the dues that we all pay for 
our membership in that great common en- 
terprise—the United States of America. The 
amount paid ought not be a matter of ges- 
tures. which. after all. can cut two. ways. 
For every person who doesn’t think he pars 
enough. how many do you suppose there are 
who think they pay too much? It was a 
generous act on his part. you could quite 
accurately say. But you could just as accu- 
rately call that 56.000 a gratuity. a large tip 
offered as one of the obligations of rank. 

Mr. Carter's income last year was $54,934, 
and he 15 certainly right when he says that 
people at that level of income ought to pay 
some tax. But his tax Wability was zero 
because of credits that he got on investment 
in the family’s peanut business. He chose to 
pay the $6.000 because it represents 15 per 
cent of nis income after the usual deduc- 
tions. Congress last year set 15 per cent as 
the minimum rate for taxpayers—although. 


The Threat of 


Hardly a day passes without reports from 
Italy of political shootings, Kidnappings and 
clashes with the police. In a country of 
over 55 million. most people’s lives are not 
direetly affected by the violence. but the 
impact on political discourse, and on respect 
for civil liberties. is troubling. 

The responsibility for many of the attacks 
has been claimed by groups that identify 
themselves as far-left revolutionaries—the 
Armed Proletarian Nuclei, the Red Brigades, 
and the more loosely organized Metropolitan 
Indians, The perpetrators in most cases are 
teen-agers or men and womien in their 205. 
The large official left-wing parties repudiate 
the violence. and have themselves occasion- 
ally been its targets. There is some suspi- 
cion that common criminals are involved, 
hut nothing definite has been established. 
Possibly some young people are also acting 
on thelr own. 

The experience of other countries suggests 
there are no sure ways to eliminate terror~ 
ism, but there may be things to do about 
the allenation it feeds on. Italy's economy 
is in poor shape and most of the burden is 
falling on the young. Two-thirds of the 
unemployed are under the age of 25. The 
youth unemployment can be most directly 
eased by long overdue economic and social 
reforms. which in turn require a more de~ 
cisive government, 

Italy's parliamentary politics has been vir- 
tually paralyzed since the elections a year 
ago. The Christian Democrats. who have 
led every government for three decades. are 


in its infinite complexity. the tax code daes 
not apply to certain benefits. including the 
investment credit, 

That. of course. is where the trouble lies. 
If it is distressing to have the President's 
taxes left to gestures and gifts, that’s cer- 
tainly better than having the President con- 
tribute nothing. The discovery that the 
President paid no taxes would hardly 
strengthen other citizens’ faith in the basic 
fairness of the system. Nor would it have 
helped Mr. Carter's public standing—as 
Ronald Reagan could testify. 

The basic defect here is not in the Pres- 
ident's judgment but, rather, in the tax code. 
Mr. Carter's case is not unique. Several 
months ago the Treasury Department pub- 
Ushed an analysis of the 1974 tax returns 
showing that 3.745 of those returns reported 
Incomes over $50.000 but—like Mr, Carter's 
return for last sear—paid no tax at all. 
That's one out of every 25 tax returns in 
the $50,000-plus income range. Gifts to the 
government by prominent pecple do not 
constitute a satisfactory solution. There's 
a better one available—broadening the mini- 
mum tax requirement—in the tax-reform 
bill that the Carter administration is now. 
drafting.

—and new elections—but are increasingly 
aware of complaints among their supporters 
about the nation’s limited austerity program. 
Neither of the large parties seems able to 
extricate itself from the parliamentary 
stalemate. Instead. all actions are weighed 
against their possible impact, however minus- 
cule, on the balance of political forces. 

The potential routes to more vigorous gov- 
ernment are varied. If the Curistian Dem~- 
ocrats remain determined to keep the Com- 
munists out, they might revive their old 
center-left coalition with the Socialists— 
provided they will commit themselves to 
‘some Socialist policies. Or they could choose 
new elections. What they cannot do much 
longer is evade the Breakdown of public 
order. 

Democrats are right to worry about the 
threst to Italian democracy, only a part of 
which is posed by the partially reformed 
Communists. Terrorism that threatens life, 
liberty and free political expression is an 
even greater and more immediate danger. 
Italy’s friends abroad can offer help to re- 
duce the economic pressures. But to make 
it count where it is most needed—among the 
young—lItaly’s elected leaders will have to 
respond to the present crisis and turn away 
from the partisan calculations that have 
preoccupied them.

ONDON.—The Kremlin's attack 
against the Spanish Com- 
munists is really almed at Com- 
munist parties of France and 
Itely as well, because Moscow 
fears that the three of them in 
combination could seriously un- 
dermine its world position. 

The Kremlin dare not attack 
the French and Italian Commu- 
nist parties directly, because their 
Teplies might well raise the level 
of mutual invective to something 
like the bitter polemics of the 
Sino-Soviet dispute. This is why 
Moscow waited. with obvious 
impatience, until the Spanish 
election was over, to get its knife 
into Santiago Carrillo, the secre- 
tary of the Spanish Communist 
party. It knew that the attack 
would be read with interest in 
Paris and Rome. 

The attack in the Moscow 
Novoye Vremya OVew Times) on 
his new book. “Eurocommunism 
and the state,” has given world- 
wide publicity to a hurriedly writ- 
ten electioneering pamphlet. But

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Talk of New Literary Era in Japan

EXO .UNYT)—Some unusual. and 

puazling, winds of change are blowing 
through Japan's writing community these 
days, igniting talk of a radical new literary 
ἐτὰ. ἃ 
The publication this month of new 
novels by two of Japan’s most popular 
young writers has confirmed—both in con~ 
Tent and style—the rejection of the 
solemn, formal introspective works of older 
Japanese authors. But the exact direction 
or directions of this new movement are 
murky, 

“Something new is definitely going on 
here,” Shun Akivama, a prominent critic, 
said the other day. “But exactly what it 
is we just don’t know yet.” 

He was speaking of currents in Japanese 
literature. But in Japan these days, one 
hears the same kind of ill-defined ohserva- 
tions in other areas of life, especialy in 
the conservative, aging worlds of politics 
aud business, as the world's third largest 
economic power confronts the sometimes 
harsh realities of a younger electorate and 
curtailed economic growth, 


Sense of Dissatisfaction 


There is a widespread. though yague, 
sense of dissatisfaction with some so-called 
“old” ways and 2 tentative sense of new 
beginnings. Next month's upper house 
elections may provide ἃ measure of voter 
dissatisfaction with the stolid conservatives 
who have dominated Japan's politics for 
over fro decades. 

But in the world of literature, Japanese 
readers by the millions already have cast 
their yotes for Ryu Murakami and Kenj: 
Nakagami, two young men who disdain 
tradition, intellectualism and the old ways. 
They personify the movement to new 
literary forms here, And their rising popu~ 
larity, meteoric by any standards, may heip 
explain some other new trends in this 
Jand of 112 million people. 

Neither man fits in Japan's traditional 
literary circles, which have been dominated 
by older intellectuals and scholars who . 
often write about the generally dreary 
lives of intellectuals and scholars. 

Both men were educated in @ freer post- 
war educational system, which bore the 
reform stamp of US, occupation. The 30- 
year-old Nakagami never attended college 
and spent five years loading air freight at 
‘Tokyo's Hanede, Airport. 

The 25-year-old Murakami studied 
photography and painting before experi- 


menting with drugs and writing colloquiaily 
about his feelings and senses and ex- 
periences. He has a weekly dise jockey- 
taterview Fadio program and favors eor 
αὐτοῦ jeans and shoulder-length hair.
